The birds can get along very comfortably in summer without seeking 
food from their human friends, but in winter, when the frozen insects, eggs, 
seeds of weeds, etc., on which they naturally feed, are covered by snow, it 
is essential that food be placed where they can find it else many of them 
will perish. 

We are often asked what to feed the birds. Almost anything eatable will 
keep them from starving. They like cracked corn, cracked rice, grain, 
scratch feed, bread crumbs, chaff from the barn floor, hemp and sunflower 
seeds, mixed bird seeds, etc. Nut meats are eagerly taken; also suet and 
fats of all kinds. 


Try coaxing some of the birds to feed from your window sills, using our 
window feed and suet shelters. It will surprise you to see how tame they 
will become, especially the chickadees and nuthatches. By offering them a 
broken nut, a piece of doughnut, some suet, many people can coax these 
birds to feed from their hands regularly each day.
